It was 
drawn up and approved by defense 
ministers of. the pact: nations in 
Paris on Dec. 1. 

Details of the plan are top 
secret, but the council said in a 
communique after a 40-minute 
meeting that “these recommenda- 
tions embody the principles of self- 
help and mutual aid and will pro- 
vide the basis.”

The acute water shortage in New York has focused attention 
on this subject all over Nation, including the South and Georgia. 
A survey of the wdtér supply in Georgia, of which we write,

The survey outlines the vast quantity of water needed to 
process farm products, such as livestock by packing plants, milk, 
butter and bread. It says estimates show that it takes 75 gallons 
of water to manufacture a pound of rayon yarn; 35 gallons per 
pound of cotton sheeting; 11 gallons. to make a pound of news- 
print paper; 18,000 gallons per ton of steel and 10 gallons to produce 
a gallon ‘of gasoline; 5 gallons to “do” a pound ofQdundry, and the 
household use is 25 to 50 gallons a person a day. : 

Mr. Thomson says these figures are compiled from various 
sources and are regarded as “reasonably correct.” 

' So, the farmer does not only need lots of water to grow his 

crops, but much is also required to process many of them. 

Georgia is also most fortunate in that it is practically free 
from floods. Many areas formerly suffering severe floods during 
high water, have been relieved of this menace, and with the 
control of the water in the Etowah River by the Allatoona Dam, 
the flood situation at. the confluence of that river and the Oostan- 
aula which form the Coosa in Rome, is expected to be solved. Some 
lowlands are always flooded during high water, but the State as 
a whole, is free from flood damage, such as many large cities in 
the Nation suffer from time to time. 


. Water_supply is the most important factor in the location 
of a manufacturing plant and the first question an indus- 
trialist also asks in seeking a location is: “What of your water 
supply?” : 
Indutrial plants use billions of gallons of watér annually. 

An example is the Union Bag & Paper Corporation at its Savannah 
plant which uses 17 million gallons each day. Sixteen millions 
of this is procured from deep wells and the other million is taken 
from the Savannah River. Other huge plants that line the river 
banks at Savannah use millions of gallons of water. The same 
thing applies to ALL industrial plants in the State. 

The fact that much of Georgia is covered by woods helps to 
retard the water flow and aids in conserving the water supply. 
Instead of running off, it soaks into the leaf-covered ground. the 
$7 million acres in Georgia, 23 million are wooded. Approxinfately 
three million acres of land have been taken out of cultivation in 
Georgia in 25 years—a reduction from 10 million to seven million 
acres. This also helps, plus the soil conservation measures now

We didn’t know then (and thousands of farmers do not know 
today) that this disease can be prevented almost entirely by a 
simple injection of bacterin manufactured and distributed by rep- 
utable pharmaceutical houses. We lost more than 100 sheep by 
not knowing this simple fact. 

We had never heard the words “hemorrhagic septicemia” then. 
And from the letters 1 get from farmers today, they are now hearing 
or seeing the word for the first time. 

This and other experiences through the years have convinced 
me all of us need to know more about the diseases that affect our 
livestock and poultry. We certainly ought to have a working 
vocabulary, anyway. 

When the veterinarian or the field man from the feed concern 
or the county agent or the vocational teacher tells us we should 
prevent cholera, or coccidiosis, or hemorrhagic septicemia, or black- 
leg, or pneumonia, we ought to know to some exent what he is talk- 
ing about. Moreover we ought to know something about its symp- 
toms, that is, how the animals look and act when coming down 
with a disease. If we don’t know anything about the symptoms, 
how can we tell when a veterinarian’s services are needed before 
it is too late? : 

Will anyone say we ought not protect our own possessions? Who 
but the farmer loses when the animals die? 

We need information on the diseases, whether they-can be pre- 
vented, whether they can be treated, and with what, and where 
it can be had. This is plaih common sense. : 

And this is why I am glad to have a part in distributing the very 
fine Lederle booklet on “Common Diseases of Livestock.” It is 
authored by some of the best veterinarians in the coyntry. It is 
authentic. It is free for the asking. 

If evéry livestock grower in Georgia made use of the pre- 
ventives available to us, we would reduce our losses considerably. 
We wouldn't have any cholera, any blackleg, very little shipping 
fever, and many other diseases would lose their high mortality 
rate. We still would make mistakes, but we’d make them on the 
side of intelligent effort instead of from complete ignorance,

and the news will bring sorrow to news-

A Washington correspondent for the 
London Times, Sir Wilmot’s famous wit, 
enormous store of knowledge and keen 
intelligence made him perhaps the most 
popular figure in the nation’s capital. 


He was always Bill Lewis. He was 
knighted in 1931. He liked to tell a story

~ Sir Wilmot Was Loved by All 


WASHINGTON—In the death of Sir Wilmot Lewis, long-time Washington correspondent of the 
London Times, the field of journalism has lost one of the greatest of its contemporary political 
‘reporters. No active member of the newspaper profession has made a deeper impression in our 


times. 

Among those who knew him he was recog- 
-nized as a peer without equal, both in the matter 
. of brains and personal charm. For some years 
he has been known in Washington as the “un- 
official” Ambassador from Great Britain to the 
United States. It was a title that was thrust 
upon him by virtue of his influence and intimate 
association with American statesmen, spread over 
the period of the past 29 years. There were times 
during this period when he was accused of wield- 
ing more influence in behalf of his country than 
the regular official British -Ambassador. 


Because his articles, for the most part, 
appeared only in the Londen Times, staid old 
conservative British publication, he was per- 
haps known best in the United States, outside 
of Washington, as a lecturer and public 
speaker. One of the most gifted after dinner 
speakers of our times, his presence was much 
in demand on the lecture platform, and there 
is hardly a city of any size in the country 
that has not heard the resonant quality of 


Sir Wilmot, then minus the title he came to 
wear with an easy grace later in life, first came 
. to Washington as head of The Times bureau 
back at the beginning of the Harding Adminis- 
tration in 1921. Already he had crowded a color- 
ful background into his career as a journalist. 


He covered the Boxer Rebellion in China as a 


young reporter near the turn of the century; he 
- Was a newspaper editor in Manila, and he was 
one of the correspondents for a London paper 
at the Versailles Peace Conference in Paris after 
World War I.

A couple of weeks later one of our competitors printed the same 
story previously bought from a German agent, but it seemed like a 
faint, drab fifth carbon copy by the time it appeared. When the 
Captain came back to New London on a second trip with the 
Deutschland, I went to see him and told him about our luck, He 
grinned and shook hands. He also got a nice present as a token 
of our appreciation to take back to Germany with him. It was in 
cash but not enough to crowd his cargo. — |

materials used for garments 
looks like heavy material, prob- 


‘ ably woven of wool. Some au- 


thorities mention silk, but there 


_{s nothing in the painting or 


| sculpture which would indicate 
material of this texture being 
used. Silk was not known to the 
Egyptians and Greeks of that pe- 
riod so it was hardly probable 
that the Assyrians used it. Both 
long and short tunics were worn 
by the men, the long tunic 
reaching to the ankle and the 
short tunic, barely reached the 
knee, including a fringe or nar- 
row border design; sometime 
they wore a half skirt or apron. 
Over all the garments they often 
wore a circular strip of material 
about 36 inches long, with a bor- 
der design and fringe along one 
side. 

It was put over the head and 
right arm and worn diagonally 
across the front and back, pass- 
ing over the left shoulder and 
under the right arm. Men of 
high rank wore a great amount 
of jewelry, armlets, bracelets, 
earrings and rings. | 

Heel pieces were added to 
straight sole sandals and shoes 
of yellow leather which came 
halfway up to the knees were 
laced up the front. The soldiers 
wore these over a covering for 
the leg, which appears to be 
made of chain armor. The men 
are all shown with long hair and 
full beards. Both men and wom- 
en held back their hair by pass- 
ing a band over the forehead 
ae ne it at the back of the 


The women wore an under- 
skirt with an outer tunic which 
reached to the feet and was bor- 
dered with a fringe. Over this 
they wore a cloak or cape with 
fringe all the way around. the 
lower edge. The cloak went over 
the right shoulder down across 
the back, under the left armpit 
and once around the body. It 
was drawn tight to hold it se- 
cure, The corners were rounded 
and the end which passed over 
the right shoulder hung only as 
far as the elbow. The’ slaves 
were dressed only in a tunic 
with a cord,tied around the 
waist. 

Draping the material is not 
used in these garments as they 
are all cut to hang. straight or 
slightly fitted. 

These are good costumes for 
Old Testament stories and seem 
to have been cOmmon to all re 
gions of the lower part of the 
Euphrates and the Tigris.
